Regulations for These Who Will

The Commissioner ot the 
General Land Office, with the approval of 
Secretary Noble, has issued to the registers 
and receivers of the newly-established land 
offices in Oklahomaa letter ef instructions 
of special interest to persons desiring to 
settle in that Territory.

member. Some of our contemporaries 
are in the habit of speaking of the 
offices as a sort of perquisite of that 
functionary, without a second thought 
upon the subject. The Constitution 
of the United States is not so lengthy 
or rare an instrument but that it can 
be read in an hour at any time, and 
there is little need, therefore, of any 
one’s falling into an error touching 
any of its plain provisions, and none is 
more plain than the one relating to 
appointments ‘to office. It reads: 

“The President shall nominate, and 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, shall appoint,” etc. The 
power of appointment is thus lodged 
with the President and Senate jointly. 

A member of Congress has lawfully 
nothing more to do with it than any 
other citizen, and yet many interpret 
the Constitution as if it read that ap- 
pointments to office in a Congressional 
district shall be made by and with the 
advice and consent of the member 
from that district Of Co ss. With- 
out doubt it would be practice 
for the President and Senators to 
listen to the advice of the member, 

when the applicant for office is known 
to him and not to them, as, indeed it 
would be good practice to listen to the 
advice of the neighbors of the candi- 
date, on the presumption that his 
qualifications are better known to 
them; but to claim for the neighbors, 
or the member of Congress, the right 
to control absolutely the, appointment 
is going entirely beyond the Constitu- 
tion and tne laws. The responsibili 
to the public for the appointment is 
wholly upon the President and Senate, 

and that responsibility they can 
neither throw off nor share with 
others. 

This unwarranted claim of the 
member of Congress over the offices 
in his district, is a thing of rather re- 
cents growth, and arose out of the exi- 
gencies of party politics. It some- 
time happens that the Senators of a 


State are opposed in politics to the 


President, and in that case what more 
natural than that the President should 
call upon the members of Congress 
from that State, if of his own party, 
for advice in regard to the qualifica- 
tions of a candidate? Thus from ad- 
vising the President, tie members of 
Congress advanced to the point of 
demanding offices for their friends; a 
very common practice nowadays, and 
one in which trading politicians 
readily acquiesce for their personal 
ends. 

This matter of placing the appoint- 
ments to office in the hands of the 
President and Senate jointly was 
fully considered by the wise framers 
of our Constitution. It was debated 
at great length, and with remarkable 
ability, in the convention, John 
Adams, the elder, taking grounds 
against the Senate participating in 
the business of filling the offices, and 
Roger Sherman adopting the other 
view, which finally prevailed. In all 
that discussion it was never suggested 
that the members of the House of 
Representatives should exercise con- 
trol, or have a voice in the filling of 
the offices. John Adams was of the 
opinion that the responsibility of fill- 
ing the offices should rest upon the 
shoulders of the President alone, and 
presented a series of seven arguments 
in support of his views; but Roger 
Sherman answered him ably, andgsa 
result we have the. provision of the 
Constitution above quoted. It cannot 
escape notice that the President is en- 
tirely independent in the matter of 
making nominations, and that the 
Senate is equally independent in its 


power to reject a nomination. So that T 


each has full and undivided responsi- 
bility in reference to every appoint- 
ment. Neither can dictate to the 
other, nor can either be dictated to 
by any one outside. As for the mem- 
ber of Congress, he has really, by 
right, no voice whatever in the mat- 
ter. It is his prerogative to recom- 
mend to office, like any other citizen, 


and nothing more. His responsibility 


ends with his recommendation. 
RECLAIMING THE DESERT. 


We have several times of late re- 
ferred to the Government project, now 
under way, for the survey of the arid 
regions of the United States, witha 
view to bringing water on the parched 
plains, and transforming the desert 
into a garden. This is undoubtedly 
one of the most important enterprises 
which the Government has undertaken 
since the formation of: the Union, and 
is destined, if successfully carried out, 


to work a marvelous transformation: 


in what has heretofore been known as 
the “Great American Desert.“ 
The object of the act recently passed 


by Congress, relating to the survey 


and examination of the arid regions of 
Colorado, Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, 


Nevada and California, is to gain 


exact information for Government use 
regarding the extent of the so-called 
arid regions, the water courses and 
water sheds to be found there, and the 
physical possibilities in mountains and 


plateaus for the construction, ulti-“ 


mately, of storage reservoirs, to be 
used in connection with a general sys- 
tem of irrigation. 

The Senators and Representatives 
from the region affected, notably Sen- 
ator Stewart of Nevada, all favored 
the bill, realizing the good to be de- 
rived in the vast empire of. the. West 
by the accomplishment of the pro- 
jected work. As first offered, the bill 
set apart. only $100,000 for the purpose, 
but later it was increased (for the 
reason, it is understood, that Nevada 
and sections of California might be in- 
cluded) to $800,000.

lizard and the rattlesnake. All this 
section is tributary to Los Angeles. 
In fact, no city in the United States 
would so largely ‘benefit by the 
irrigation of the arid lands as our 
own city of Los Angeles. For this 
reason, if not for the broader reason 
of great benefit to the country at large, 
we should watch with interest and aid 
to the best of our power this fimportant 
Government enterprise. 


THE BOOM. 

Those who have an idea that the 
country tributary to Los Angeles is 
chiefly planted with surveyors’ stakes 
and lonesome hotels without guests, 
should take a trip through some of the 
interior valleys which are a Jittle back 
from the main traveled routes, and 
they would be surprised to note the 
activity in farming operations all 
along the line. 

A trip from Perris, below San Ber- 
nardino, through the Menifee Valley, 
to the prettily located little town of 
Murrieta, shows a succession of thrifty 
homesteads, with every arable acre in 
crops, where, five years ago, there was 
scarcely anything to be seen but 
sheep. T. A. Plath of Menifee, 
who has’ for several years done a 
large portion of the threshing in that 
section, informs us that he expects 
the country within 15 miles of Menifee 
to produce this year 200,000 sacks of 
grain. This—as also potatoes, fruit 
and other crops—is all grown without 
irrigation, water being in many places 
within ten feet of the surface, and 
seldom more than thirty feet. All 
this country was, a few years ago, 
Government or railroad land, but 
every nook and corner, where a tree or 
a root will grow, has been taken up.
